MUSCOVITES 
UP TO THE MARK 

The all-Moscow team won 
Ihe Tournament of Soviet Na- 
tions water polo title, with a 
winning streak of s!x finals 
games sewing tip the tlllo for 
them. They went on to defeat 
the Ukraine 11—7 In Ihe closing 
game. 

There Is logic to Ihe Musco- 
vites’ success, as they fielded 
eight candidal es to Ihe national 
line-up, and they have plenty 
of Tournament experience, too. 
Tolling up 14 points, they won 
theli seventh such title. Kazakh- 
stan placed second with two 
points less, and Uzbekistan 
came a surprising (bird with 
nine points. 

Moscow Ib also doing well in 
the fencing tournament. After 
picking up the team foil tlllo 
they won the sahre title, beating 
the Russian Federation 9 — 5 In 
the finals.

Italian bid to salvage national football 


An emergency session of the 
Italian soccer federation has 
ruled that all top division clubs 
should end negotiations with 
foreign players. This will only 
not eliect contracts signed 
before June 13. 

Tho ruling does not apply to 
footballers who played in Italy 
Iasi season, with talks with them 
to be rontlmiL-d until the end of 
this month. The solo exception 
are clubs which have won pro- 
motion to Ihc top division this 
season. 

Federation president Federico 
Sordlllo told reporters Ihe deci- 
sion was indispensable to sal- 
vage Ihe game In Italy. Cont- 
racts with foreign players are 
mounting by the year and we 
should consider iho fortunes not 




Just of four or five clubs but ol 
the rest, loo, he noted. We sin 
decided that the growth of 
foreign Imports hi teams from 
two to throe could do Irrepar- 
able damage to entire Italian 
football, which Is why wa 

decided against meeting soma 
club managcis halfway. 1 per- 
sonally hold the foreigners res- 
ponsible for the country's bad 
International perfomianco this 
season. They play the first 
fiddle In lha country's leading 
clubs (Frenchman Platini In 
J riven l us, Brazilian Falcao In 
Roma). I believe that last year s 
decision to sign on a second 
foreign player lo any club was 
a mlstako. They were the chief 
financial burden on clubs, hs 
emphasized.

Prague. Disarmament arid re- 
duced military spending, which 
has now reached astronomical 
proportions, would go a long 
way to solving many acute so- 
cial problems facing Ihe world. 
This was one of the conclusions 
of discussions at “The World 
Assembly Tor Peace and Ufa 
Against Nuclear Disaster 1 '. 
Dozens of representatives from 
many countries speaking In the 
workshops "The Threat of Nu- 
clear War — a Danger lo Life 
and Ways to Avert Il“, : “Burope- 
an Security and Disarmament" 
and 'The Arms Race: .How to 
Stop and Reverse It", , urged, on 


behalf of millions of (heir coun- 
trymen, an all-out effort to half 
the Imperialist-instigated arms 
race, whose most dangerous ele- 
ment is the deployment of new 
American medium-range mis- 
siles In Western Europe. 

Following Ihe discussion, fo- 
rum delegates toured Czechoslo- 
vakia, appearing at anti-war 
meetings In the towns and vil- 
lages they passed through. The 
meetings called for a new suige 
In tho antl:war movement In or- 
der to Nock Imperialism's mili-

REPLY FROM AMERICAN SCIENTISTS 


On April 9, Soviet scientists 
Issued an appeal to thoii col- 
leagues all over the world 
stressing the danger ol the 
United Slates administration 
military programme whoso pur- 
pose Is to create a huge now 
complex of ant I -missile weapons 
deployed both on the ground 
and In outer space. The new 
weapons system was presented 
as being strictly defensive in 
character, allegedly ensuring 
complete security for tho 
United States in case of a nu- 
clear conflict. In their eminent- 
ly responsible statement the So- 
viet scientists declare that there 
are no effective defensive 
weapons guaranteeing security 
in a nuclear war, that It is Im- 
possible to create such weap- 
ons, and that the United Slates 
government Initiative is orien- 
tated towards destabilization of 
Ilia existing strategic balance. 


A reply to the Soviet appeal 
has coma from the Federation 
of American Scientists which 
has about live thousand mem- 
bers, Including half of all the 
American Nobel Prize winners. 

The Federation of American 
Scientists, It is stressed In the 
reply, still adheres to the Ideas 
which undcrlla the Treaty on 
the Limitation ol Anli-Balllstic 
Missiles Systems signed in 1972, 
and favours the strengthening of 
this treaty, regarding It as a 
vehicle for achieving new limi- 
tations on offensive weapons. 
Without surh a treaty, tho arms 
race will become even more 
dangerous than It Is today, say 
Ihe American scientists. 

The members of tho Federa- 
tion of American Scientists note 
that, like most Americans, the 
majority of their colleagues 
completely agree with tho point 
of view expressed by the Fede- 
ration.

A statement by H. Kohl 


Vienna. At the recent plenary 
session of the Vienna talks lire 
Czechoslovak delegation, on 
behalf of Itself, the GDR, Poland 
and the USSR— all direct par- 
ticipants— submitted the draft of 
a comprehensive "Agreement on 
a Mutual Troop and Arms 
Reduction and Relevant Mea- 
sures In Central Europe". 

The draft Is based fully on 
tho ilmpla new practical ap- 
proach to tho reduction issues 
first put forward by the social- 
ist countries at tha Vienna talks 
In February 1963 to break the 
deadlock. Essentially, It pro- 
posed the starting In earnest, 
regardless of whatever argu- 
ments or differences on the 
relative NATO and Warsaw 
Treaty Iroopi strength, of troop 
and arms cutbacks in Central 
Europe to bring the figures down 
to equal collective ceilings on a 
reduced level. 


VIEWPOINT 


As a flisl step, Ihe draft spe- 
cifically envisages tho Immediate 
reduction of definite number of 
Soviet and American troops end 
weapons tn Central Europe on 
the basis ol reciprocity, as well 
as a further freeze on the troops 
and nmtament levels of all the 
direct participants, which could 
be effective until a comprehen- 
sive agreement Is readied. 
Significantly, the socialist coun- 
tries havo suggested ending the 
talks in within a year. The 
draft also envisages all the 
direct participants committing 
themselves to bring down their 
troop strength In Central Europe 
within three years of the agree- 
ment coming into force to equal 
collective levels of 900,000, In- 
cluding 700,000 ground troops 
and 260,000 Air Force personnel 
on each side. 


Bonn, The West German 
Chancellor Helmut Kohl when 
speaking In the Bundestag de- 
livered a government statement 
centering on relations with the 
German Democratic Republic. 

The Chancellor spoke In the 
name of "all Germans". He 
said that Bonn "Is not going to 
reconcile itself with tho divi- 
sion of the Vaterland" and al- 
lowed a number of tactless side- 
swipes at the GDR. 

The content of the govern- 
ment statement shows that the 
ruling clrdes of the FRG, acting 


at one with Washington, slide 
ever lower towards die "tough 
line" In relations between West 
and East, trying to lecture the 
socialist states and going so far 
as to interfering into their Inter- 
nal affaire. 

This political line has been 
criticized In the Bundestag by 
the SDPG leaders — the parlia- 
mentary Chairman HanaJochen 
Vogel and the Chairman Willy 
Brandt, as well as Otto Schlly, 
representative of the Green 
Party.

THE COBRA SHOULD 
NOT STRIKE 


WiO cobra spreads Its hood. 
Meanwhile mankind watches 
frozen In faar, hoping that H 
Will not sfrlke. 

The nuclear arms race, vividly 
described fn this way by Indira 
Oandhl, Prime Mlnkfar ol India, 
has further deteriorated. One el 
Ihe moil dangerous facoli fo (ha 
race Is Ihe Reagan administra- 
tion's desire fo deploy Persh- 
Ing-Js end cruise missiles In 
Europe by the end of 1983. The 
US Congress has agreed to 
President Reagan's demand that 
hundreds of millions ol dollars 
be allotted for the further de- 
velopment and tasting ol MX 
intercontinental ballistic Mis- 
siles — a quantitatively new 
system el strategic weapons. 

This Is but one part ef the 
scenario of aggression and 
hagemonlsm. A similar pic lure 
ll to be found ill over the 
globe— In fha Indian Ocean, In 
Ihe Persian Gulf area, In Use 
Caribbean and In Central Amer- 
ica. The Americana assume the 
role of policemen In order fo 
Impose their will on the planet's 
population. In Washington they 
wank people fo believe 1 that the 
Soviet Union has the edge over 
Ihe NATO powers mlllflrlTy and 


thaf It may unleash a prolonged 
nuclear war with tha hope ol 
winning it. 

What a fantastic attempt al 
daceltl 

Back In 1970 tha International 
Institute for Strategic Studies In 
London sfatad that the USSR was 
approaching nuclear partly wHh 
Ihe USA, On February 25, 1971, 
the Americans heard President 
Nixon declaring over Ihe radio 
(hat neither the U5A nor the 
USSR had nuclear advantage. 
Thus, Washington officially 
recognized the existence o( 
equilibrium between the stra- 
tegic forces ol the Soviet Union 
and Ihe United Slates. The 
parity aslsts now, loo, as Is 
confirmed by many Western 
leaders today. 

But parlfv is a dirty word with 
Hie White House. Via his words 
and dead i, Reagan has pro- 
claimed fo Ihe whole world thaf 
he Is determined to establish 
decisive Military supremacy over 
Ihe Soviet Union and the War- 
saw Treaty countries, it Is easy 
to see what for — so that he can 
enforce the American .will via 
nuclear blackmail. 

A vivid contrast Is provided 
by Ihe Soviet Union which day 
. Ill day on! advances peace 


Initiatives baeked up by con- 
crete actions. Peace has been 
considered sacred In the Soviet 
Union since Hi foundation In 
1917 whin fha great Lenin Is- 
sued the first "Decree of Peace". 

In the post-war years tha So- 
viet Union has submitted more 
than 100 proposals concerning 
disarmament as a whole or on 
Individual Issues ef restricting 
fha arms race for the considera- 
tion of various International 
forums. 

Tho USSR's most important 
Initiative Is the unilateral under- 
taking It has given not to be tho 
first 1 o use nuclear arms. 

Together with Its Warsaw 
Treaty allies the Soviet Union 
has proposed to the NATO 
countries that a treaty be con- 
cluded on the mutual non-use 
of military force and thaf peace- 
ful relations be maintained be- 
tween the two blocs. 

Finally, al Hi racenf session, 
Ihe Supreme Soviet ol Ihe USSR, 
the highest legislative body In 
me country, mandated Ihe So- 
viet Government to approach all 
the nuclear powers with the 
proposal that a simultaneous 
freeze be put on existing 
(nuclear weapon^ both quantHa- 
■Hyely and qualitatively, 7 . . 


Minister of Foreign Affairs ol 
the Democratic Republic of 
Afghanistan Shah Mohammad 
Dost and the head of the Pakis- 
tani delegation is the Minister 
for Foreign Affairs of Pakistan 
Sahibzada Yakub All Khan. 


These and the other peaceful 
Soviet proposals are approved 
and supported by peace-loving 
people the world over. Special 
mention should be made of tho 
support accorded to these pro- 
posals by the Indian Governmant 
and people. The folnt Sevlef-In- 
dlan declaration signed In Sep- 
tember, 1982, reads: "The Indi- 
an side welcomes the Soviet 
Union's declaration not fo be 
Ihe first to use nuclear weap- 
ons.

The 50ih USSR Anniversary 
Machine-tool Engineering As- 
soclatlon, In the city of ivano- 
vo, In the centre of Russia, hu 
started to manufacture a multi, 
purpose machine-tool complex 
which can be described as 
belonging to the technology of 
tomorrow.

WORLD'S ONLY LAND RECLAMATION MUSEUM 


The world's only land recla- 
mation museum has been 
opened In Lithuania, the Soviet 
Ropubllc in the Baltics. It Is 
situated on Rusne Island In tho 
Neman delta. 

One of the sections Is devoted 
to the history of land reclama- 
tion In Lithuania. The yellowed 
documents apeak of bard 
manual Inborn- when marshes 
wore drained in the old times. 
Over the years since World 
War If, more than two and a 
half million hectares have been 


turned in Lithuania Into fertile 
fields, arable meadows and pas- 
tures. 

There are other exhibits dem- 
onstrating land reclamation in 
other Soviet republics. For ex- 
ample, about three million hec- 
tares have already been drained 
In Byelorussia, In the west of 
the USSR. All-round research li 
undertaken and authoritative 
scientific opinions are con- 
sidered In the Soviet Union, 
even when they deal with small 


reclamation protects. Tills ap- 
proach excludes possible dam- 
age lo nature. Thus, they leave 
Intact over twenty thousand 
Email and big rivers originating 
In Byelorussia. 

According to Ihe museum 
data, 13-7 million hectares have 
been reclaimed and drained and 
18.5 million hectares ora being 
Irrigated. This accounts lor 
11 per cent ol the enllro 
ploughland. Such lands yield 
one-third ol the Soviet- Union's 
crop produce. 


THE ANCIENT ART OF FALCONRY 


Hunting with falcon, .hawk 
and golden eagle Is one ol tho 
favourite and most ancient 
pastimes among the - Kirghiz.

nestlings are alone. Then the 
catching net is - used. Not al- 
ways does, lha hunter manage 



to take Ihe young ones but, si 
Is often the case, the parents 
come beck and stlsck the bird- 
catcher.
